“Shall the board of trustees of the 
City of Upland be authorized to levy 
and collect a property tax of $1.25 on 
each $100 of the Assessed Valuation 
of all taxable property within said 
city?” 

According to law, cities of this 
class can assess but $1.00 per $100 
valuation, unless permitted by the 
voters to assess more. Councilmen 
find it impossible to maintain city 
business without additional funds. 
With the increase of salaries and 
commodities, along all lines it is im- 
possible to maintain city streets on 
the present income. Upland has in- 
vested a vast amount of money in 
streets and the foundation of the 
street system is well laid, but unless 
more money is available for mainte- 
nance, the original investment is soon 
gone and we will have to start all 
over again. San Bernardino city is 
an example of holding down taxes 
for a period of four years and letting 
the streets go without maintenance. 
Any one who has driven over the 
etreets of that city will realize the 
result, as it is driven home to you 
as you bound and bounce over the 


bumps.

While Mr. Brackett was in Bel- 
gium the famous little newspaper 
that appeared in that country giving 
the actual news of the day, appear- 
ed on the scene and though the Ger- 
mans endeavored to find the plant 
that produced it, it was impossible 
for many months, but was finally dis- 
covered beneath a garage. Professor 
Brackett told of how anxious the 
populace was to receive the paper.

Ontario Will Have Chance to Vote 
on Sunday Movies at Election, 


and Question Is Causing More 
Talk Than Vital Bond Issues. 







































EKlections in this neck of the woods 
are coming thick and strong, for in 
Ontario it’s whether they'll have Sun 
day picture shows and in’ Upland 
it’s a case of dance or no dance. 


The real important issues are be- 
ing sidetracked in both cities. Up- 
land must have more income in or- 
der to maintain her city streets. On 
tari¢ has numerous bond issues it 
desires passed, but in spite of the 
fact that if the people can’t dance 
in one town they can in another, and 
if they can’t go to moving picture: 
shows in one town Sunday nights, 
there are a lot of towns in which 
they may enjoy Sunday movies, the 
important issues are secondary in 
interest. 


In Ontario the Sunday night pie: 
ture show will be voted on directly 


by the people, but in Upland the 
dance problem is to be settled in a 
different way. 

Unless those opposing the dance 
ordinance can find two men to run 


for council who are against the adop 
tion of this ordinance, the flection 
campaign is going back to sleep af 
ter March 28, which is the last day 
that candidates for office can file 
their nomination papers with the eity 
clerk and thus get their names on 
the ballots.

GAS COMPANIES FAVOR DAY- 
LIGHT SAVING 





The attitude of the gas interests 
of the country on the daylight saving 
law was revealed when correspon- 
dence between Oscar H. Fogg, sec: 
retary-manager of the American Gas 
Association, and United States Sena- 
tor Wm. M. Calder, of New York, was 
made public at headquarters of the 
Gas Association, New York City. 

In his letter to Senator Calder, 
Mr. Fogg says that gas companies 
and those interested in the gas busi- 
ness have been accused of\ actively 
opposing the law and of spreading 
propaganda mong farmers to canse 
its repeal. He denies these charges 
and in the course of his correspon- 
dence brings out the interesting fact 
that the effect of the law upon gas 
companies has been so negligible as 
to be unworthy of consideration. 

Senator Calder, who is a promi- 
nent advocate of daylight saving, re- 
plied to Mr. Fogg’s letter as follows: 

“I have often heard it charged 
that the gas and electric light com- 
panies conducted a propaganda in 
opposition to the daylight saving 
law, but while I have made careful 
inquiry, I have found no facts what- 
ever to substantiate this charge.” 

“This association,” says Sec.-Man- 
ager Fogg, “has never been asked by 
a single individual member or mem- 
ber company to oppose or discour- 
age daylight saving in any way what- 
soever, nor has it ever heard of a 
case of opposition on the part of any 
one of its individual members or of 
its 330 gas company members.” 
| Furthermore, the point of view of 
| the gas companies is exactly that of 
the electric man of Denver who, in 
ia letter to his mayor on the subject 
of a local daylight saving law, said: 

“An electric light company may 
lose a little temporary revenue, but 
; the prosperity of any utility corpora- 
{tion is depéndent upon the prosper- 
ity and good will of the community 
lit serves, and it will benefit in the 
long run.”

| There turned up, the other day, in 
a sale of manuscripts a particularly 
interesting specimen of literature in 
the making. Mr. Rudyard Kipling sent 
| it in typewritten copy to the editor 
of the National Observer, Mr. Henley, 
and it appeared under the title “Tom- 
linson” in January, 1892; but between 
the coming of the typewritten sheets 
and the appearance of the printed 
poem a good many things happened 
to the manuscript, some due to the 
author and some to the editor. One 
imagines Mr. Henley editing Mr. Kip- 
ling, a situation which the author an- 
ticipated, for against certain lines he 
had written admonitions and dire 
threats, although there is no evidence 
to show whether Mr, Henley let the 
lines stand because he 
because he was terrified. In another 
item in the same sale one sees that 
| Mr. Kipling first wrote the poem 
“Cleared” in the character of an Irish- 
man, but when he saw it in proof he 
altered the phonetic spelling. Which 
indicates, incidentally, the capacity for 
taking pains which is an important 
factor in successful authorship, even 
if it fails to stand, despite a_ well- 
known quotation, for the whole of 
| genius.—Christian Science Monitor. 





“BABY” AIRPLANES FLY FAST 


Planes That Can Make Ninety-Six 
Miles an Hour Are Now in Use in 
Europe. 

Just as the era of adult automobiles 
was followed by the creation of baby 
motorcars, so now in the aertal world 
there is an influx of baby airplanes. 
In the park, in the fields and in vari- 
ous other open spaces miniature air- 
craft are having tryouts all over Hng- 
land. 

One of these midgets, called the 
“British Crow,” weighs 220 pounds, 
and flies with almost the speed of a 
full-grown airplane. Another baby, 
called “the pocket airplane,” is so 
small that a man can span its wings. 
It is 16 feet long, and the inventor, 
Austin Whipple, says it will achieve 
a speed of 96 miles an hour. A fea- 
ture of this baby is that it can be: 
folded for transport and carried in- 
side.a trunk. 

The French are also dabbling in Ifli- 
putian aircraft. An infant monoplane 
{s turned out by a French firm at Gar- 
say with a span of a trifle more than 
18 feet, thus being two feet smaller 
than the “British Crow.” Fitted with 
a ten horsepower ABC engine, it has 
a speed of 62 miles an hour, and can 
,land at the low speed of 20 miles an 
hour. The average retail price of 
these little brothers of the Capronis, 
Handley Pages and Vimys is from $1,- 
000 to $1,200.

A thousand of them held up 
a German advance one day at Verdun; 
held it up until the last man of them 
was killed. 

About 50 years ago the story of Wil- 
liam Tell and the poem about Arnold 
von Winkelried were in most of the 
school readers that young Americans 
cut their eye teeth on. 

The 8,000 Swiss who fought tn the 
war well established the right of that 
story and that poem to remain in 
Ameriean school readers.—Life.
